He explained that the present MIRA 
organisation is the same as that originally organized in the 
PSO and that FILIHERTO OJEDA RIOS is a Cuban trained sabotage 
agent who gave instructions in sabotage to MIRA members.

...In brief, v?e have seen that what the laborer 
can expect from the Poli^fwiren hp protests is a repressive 
attitude on their part, l&'c'a^Fb’e i't is an armed branch 
of the capitalist system in which we live, and as such, 
has to defend the bases which maintain it. These bases 
are the private appropriation of the social production 
of the laborers. This brings as a consequence the unfair 
distribution of the riches and gives rise to the 
capitalist exploitation of the laborer. 


What we have analyzed above poses the following 
situation to the Puerto Rican labor class. We have to 
organize ourselves against the capitalist exploitation we 
are suffering, and on the other hand, to do it, we will have 
to face an armed corps which is paid to suffocate the attempt 
of the laborers to organize themselves. It should be kept 
in mind at this time, that in Puerto Rico only 18 percent 
of the labor class is unioned, which leaves a broader field 
for the exploitation of the laborers.

In April, 1968, the PSO announced its 
organization under the flag of Marxist-Leninist 
socialism. In December, 1968, the PSO established 
as its goal the destruction of American-owned private 
and public enterprises by bombing and incendiarism. 
Several of its members have since been convicted in 
local courts and charged with violation of Puerto 
Rico Explosives Law as a result of such activities. 

The existence of CAL became known in February, 
1968, when Associated Press of Puerto' Rico received 
a communication signed by the organization in which 
it declared its intent to force the "Yankee Invader" 
to abandon Puerto Rico. At that time and in subse- 
quent communications to the press, CAL has claimed 
credit for bombings and attacks on a variety of 
North American establishments. It is a completely 
clandestine group with leadership-membership unknown.
